, Yet that is the sort of novel we need 
if our fiction is to become national in 
anything more than the publisher's 
imprint. “ 

Mr. Burroughs sees a new national 


viewpoint and new standards of judg- ' 


ment needed for the young writers of 
this country. Doubtless: both will 
come in time, but the present tend- 
ency is rather away frorm Canada and 
the national viewpoint than, towards 
such an ideal. Our poets get much 
nearer to it than our writers of prose. 
The lure of the cheap magaz'ne w:th 
its false standards of life has proved 
too strong for a good many Canadian 
writers, who might have done a good 
service to Canadian literature had 
_they been able to withstand that luré. 
Criticism, such as Mr. Burroughs has 
offered, is, therefore, all the more to 
be notec as pungent and appropriate.
